harassing telegraph communication
and seriously delaying traffic.

By noon eévery wire east of Deéenver
was silent. Around Julesburg, Colo.,

BUCKLEY A STUBBORN W!TNEBS.

President of MNew York Life Gives
Damaging Tmamany in Insurance
Cass.

New York, lb.mh 20, —Willlam H,
Buckley, for years the handy man at
Albany of the fire insurance compand
stepped down from the witness stan
today with a sigh of relief. 8 n=-
tendent Hotchkiss of the state ncur-
arce department after four days
grilling announced that he was thmnrh
with him as witness. The superin-
tendent’s next step will be an attempt
to bring about his disbarment as a
lawyer on the strength of the testi-
mony adduced at the hearing.

Just before the session adjourned
Mr. Hotchkiss demanded that the wit-
ness tell him how much he got from
the Insurance companies, Buckley was
gilent as usual.

“The records ghow,” sald Mr. Hotch-
kill, answering the question himself,
“that you received about $100,000 from
the insurance companteg in the years

During the day, Darwin P. Kings-
ley, president of the New York Life
Insurance com . aAppearing as a
witness, swore that Buckley asked him
to pay him $3,000 in 1506 with which
to buy at $500 each, the votes of six
meémbers of the-state senate.
